[ N purſuance of - what we ſet to your Majeſty by a Currier Extraordinary the 3d of 
this inſtanx, upon the account of rhe Ring ous Lord, who is in Glory, the Will 
and Codic1! being now ready in the formas he left it, we deliver 'em into Your Majeſty's 
Hands by this Expreſs, both the one and the orher, that you may the more clearly 
fee all the Circumſtances: And we make uſe of rhis Opportunity, as we thail do of 
all others, to let Your Majeſty underſtand the new Expreſfions and Maniteſtations of 
Zeal and Fervency wherewith the Nobiliry and People demand the King who 1s appointed 
for 'em : So far from conſenting or giving ear te any thing that may cauſe any Novelty 
or-Change in this great Aﬀair, that they are unanimous in the upholding of ir, being 
well convinced that Juſtice, Reaſon and AﬀeRtion requires it from 'em. Which we repre- 
fenc ro your Majeſty's conſideration, to the end that being moy'd by our repeated Exprel- 
ſons, -you may be induc'd to yield to. our Importunities, that we may enjoy the Domi- 
non ot a Prince appointed for us, fo anxiouſly deſired, and expetted in the midft of 
the loud Acclamations manifeſted already, and ſtill every day more and more encrcafing.
